leaders is the change of methods by 
which industrial work is being per- 
formed which change consistently in 
the development of corporations, in 
the increanlng use of machinery, pow- 
er and other labor-saving devices and 
in the elabo/ucion of mu&ods of con- 
trol m production and distribution. 
Mass production greatly increase the 
amount of product per worksr, but 
require a relatively larger income in 
the proportion of planners and ad- 
ministrators.

The demand for young HM& with 


capacity for becoming admlnistratrra

neering schools. 


It is equally as important that a 


greater proportion of the gradnatw 
of engineering schools be young men 
of high Quality as that the total num- 
ber of .jrad'nates be increased. There- 
fore admission to these schools should 
be based on selective tests. 


The preparatory schools can pel 


form a great service to industry as 


preaching new competitrre conditions t well as to the students by properly
